In the books of 
the law he is called asparagus, and 
claims connection with, the famous 
Washington family. 


How he has pulled * treat industry 


out of the mire, whetted the appetite 
of a nation, and given a new meaning 
to the threadbare phrase, "the farm- 
er's first dollar," seems worth re- 
counting.

with Gus, or, if you prefer, Washing- 
ton Asparagus, is to visit him at the 
tremendous asparagus farms of Jo- 
seph C. Shoemaker, sometimes called 
;he Asparagus King of New Jersey, 
at Bridgeton, New Jersey. 


Shoemaker was a glass manufac- 


turer who started fanning as a hobby. 
Then Gus came along, a foundling of 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture, looking for a guide, philoso- 
pher, and friend. Shoemaker and he 
were attracted to each other right 
away. The result was that hobby ran 
away with the glass business, after 
the early manner of the dish with 
the spoon. 
Shoemaker turned from 


making glass to raising "grass."
